|THE LOG OF THE LAKES. 


Two LIFE-SAVING CREWS THAT DIS- 
GRACED THE SERVICE. 


An Official Investigation of the City of 
Green Bay Disaster Shows that Six Lives 
Were Lost Through the Incompetency 
of the Life-Saving Crew—A Code of Sig- 
nals Needed to Prevent Collisions at 
Sea—The Schooner George Is Safe—Gen- 
eral Mariue News. 


Lieut. Rogers, Inspector of the Life-Saving 
Service on Lake Michigan, keenly feels the dis- 
grace that was brought upon the service last 
week by the marked incompetency of the crews 
stationed at St. Joseph and South Haven. Since 
coming to the lakes, some three years ago, Lieut. 
Rogers has beeh an earnest and faithful worker, 
visiting the many stations in his district fre- 
quently, oftentimes encountering personal peril 
and hardship, and drilling the crews and inspect 
ing their apparatus. The result ofhis unceas- 
ing labor is that the life-saving stations on Lake 
Michigan are better manned and better 
than at any time since 
the service was established. Consequent- 
ly Lieut. Rogers was deeply chagrined 
when he readin the newspapers last week that 
almost an entire crew had been drowned within 
sight of the station at South Haven, and that at 
the same time the life-saving crew at St. Joseph 
naa stood calmly on the shore and witnessed the 
sinking of another vessel and the loss of three 
lives. Immediately he went to tue scene of the 
first disaster and heldan investigation, returning 
to Chicago yesterday. He declines making any 
statement of the facts of the case until after his 
official report has been received at Washington, 
but from a brief conversation with him last even- 

and from a letter received from South Haven

Two 
fatal mistakes were made: If the crew had 
taken their hfeboat to the wreck with them in- 
stead of having to send back for it, all hands 
aboard of the vessel could have been safely taken 
off. The other mistake was a direct violation of 
the regulation which instructs keepers of stations 
to always take with them on going to a wreck an 
ordinary shot-line, such as was used, and a\No. 9 
Une. Which was the line a man was sent to the 
station for after the other failed. If this regula- 
tion had been complied with the chances are that 
a hawser could have been run out to the wreck 
and made fast and the men hauled ashore in the 
breeches-buoy long before the vessel went to 
jeces. These two fatal blunders cost six lives. 
ey were occasioned by inexperience and the 
lack of judgment. A braver man than the keeper 
of the station never breathed. His courage was 
fully tested while he held a subordinate position 
in the Muskegon Life-Sa Crew, and it was 
because of his bravery and nesty of pu 
there that he was recently given command of 
the crew at South Haven. The testimony 
of. all who witnesed the breaking up 
of the City of Green Bay commends the am 
for his unflinching courage and censures only his 
lack of judgment. While the vessel was going 
to pieces and the shipwrecked crew were strug- 
gling for life in the foaming breakers, he unhesi- 
tatingly jumped into the surfboat and stood 
bravely at the helm while his men pulled out to 
the wreck. It wasanoble effort to rescue 
perishing, but itcame too late to be of service to 
the living. In fact the entire orew showed their 
metal, with one single exception. Fletcher 
Stillson, who ranked next to the keeper, refused 
to remain at his post when the boat was ordered 
out a second time, and he was promptly dis- 
missed from the service by Lieut. Rogers. John 
Brooks, a patrolman, has been placed in com- 
mand of the station for the present. Today, 
Lieut. Rogers will go to St. Joseph and endeavor 
to tind out why the life-sa crew at that port 
made no effort to rescue the crew of the schr 
Havana when that vessel sunk in full view of 
their station in broad daylight. 


To Prevent Collisions at Sea. 

Not long ago THE TRIBUNE published a set of 
fog signals to be used by steamers as a prevent- 
ative of collisions at sea. The Maritime Register, 
in an article on this important topic, says: 
“ What is needed is a marine signal that will di- 
minish the chances of collision by indicating the 
course being steered by vessels during fogs. It 
is particularly important as regards steamships, 
which have increased enormously in size and 
speed as well as in numbers of late years. The 

resent code of signals is exceedingly crude.
